For either there 
mutt be more or le{s tendernefs for the Friend than for the 
Wife or Husband—1f more, "fis Injuftice for People 
ought not to Marry any but fuch as are fit to make Friends ; 
if lefs, the former Friend{fbip muft be diminifht, as if the 
Marriage be happy it generally, perhaps always is. If 1 
amn’t miftaken, the pinch is here,and the Solution accord- 
ingly, That if the Friend{hip besween the Perfons marry’d 
have but the afcendant, and if that be continued with the bigh- 
eft degree of Zeal, avySlower meafure of that and Friendthip 
may innocently remain where it was before planted. 

Queft, 2, What is the Reafon thas when Women with 
Child song for Fruits, d%¢. the Mark of that which they long 
for # often imprinted in fome part of the Child’s Body ? 

Anfw. By the power of Imagination all agree, but how 
that which we may very near fay is mot, or has of it felf 
no real Being fhou’d produce fuch ftrange undenyable 
efleds, is not fo eafily folv’d. 1 indeed very much doubt 
the Truth of fome prodigious Imflances which are brought 
on this Head,and ftill muft take leave to do fo,’till we have 
fome more unqueftionable Ausbority for’t than Sir K.D’s, 
who being a TraveUer as well as the famous Sir 4, B. has 
heen thought by fome to take as great a Liberty in Phyficks 
as the other in Hiflory.—Nor, fuppofing fome of thofe 
inflances true, does it feem poffible to account for tem 
without recourfe to fupernatural Caufes - For Example — 
that which is told ef the Womas, who being prefent at 
an Execution where the Malefastor was bebeaded, imme. 
diately came home with the imprefion of it fo ftrong on 
her Fancy,that in a fhort time after fhe fel) in 7ravail, and 
was deliver’d of a Child without a Head, that part being 
frefhly bleeding, and newly feparated from the Body —~ 
(which if true, the fuffering Womer to be prefent at the 
Execution of our Traytors, may have worfe effeds than isea- 
fily imagin’d) And as fuch iaflances as thefe feem impog- 
ble to be accounted for, fo the others, tho’ of more 
undoubted Truth, are not very eafily clear’d: What ap- 
pears probable, and fufficiently plaufible on this Head, as 
to the common Marks and Signatures which feveral Chil- 
dren receive from their Parents, and bear on their Bo- 
dies tii) they go out of the Wold, is to this purpofe— 
The Imaginations of pregnant Women, their Humours being 
extreamly ftirr‘d and difturh‘d, muft needs be very ftrong 
and lively: That of {ome Mew is fo powerful, that it has 
produced real Pains in feveral parts of their Bodies ; nay, 
we are told of fome whom Fancy oaly has kil’d. The Fa- 
tus in the Womb isa fort ef a Vegetable, joyn‘d to the Moe 
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ther as a Branch to the Root, or rather as the Plants of 
the indian Fig g-tree to one another by a {mall Sering or” 
Ligament. All its nourifhment it mult therefore receive 
from ber, together with which nourifhment, and by the 
fame Way, the /pirits find a paflagé, and the Blood circu- 
lating through the Fatus, may as ‘tis chang*d by Degrees 
into the Fiefb, form fuch Imprefions there, as it before re 
ceiv‘d from the Mosher: For to {peak Truth; the Me- 
ther {Cems to have as much poner over the Child's Body, 
nay, More than fhe has over her own, Now it muft be 
by the Animal Spirits that the Soul works on the Body, 
commanding it as it pleales, to move a Foot, an Arm, or 
any Other part ~and yet more Power the Mothers Soul 
has on the tender Ferus—it impreffes thereon all its 
Paffions, its Joys and Pains, as Mothers Experience, and 
accordingly, any Obje# being ftrongly fix'd on the Mo- 
cone Fancy, ‘tis thence transferr‘d to the Childs Bo-

Anfw, Thre‘s no Parti- 
cle or Attom in Nature fo 
little,but it may have right 
Lines drawn from it te she 
greateft diftances, as +-2ll asa bigger Body : Wherefore, 
4 little Body and the middle of 4 great one are equally central. 
Now the Center being the Conftitusive place of Motion, and 
not the Extremity of the Wheel, (as isevident if the Ex- 
tremity be cut off by a lefler Circle, the fame Center 
ferves for both ) it follows the Suppofition is juft contra- 
ry to what it fhould be, viz. Why B moves fafter than A? 
the reafon of which is—the whole Wheel has but one 
effeétive Motion, which is in the middle of it, which 
produces contrary effects to what it would, if there were 
two Motions, or one Motion upon the fide; for 2 or 
more diametrical Lines increafe in diftance as they do in 
Extenfion, and by Confequence the Motion ariling from 
the Centre, the Extream Circle (B) muft move fafter than 
the Internal Circle (A) to keep the Reétitude of the Di- 
ameter, for this Reafon is the unequal Motion of a Ship 
in a Storm, and every cunning Pafenger will choole his 
Cabbin as near the middle as he can, which is nothing 
near fo much toft as the ends. But if there were two 
Centres and two Circles upon motion, the Cafe is very 
different, as in a little and great Coach-wheel, where 
the little one runs a great deal fafter about, to keep 
the great one Company, Becaule the inequaliy of Di- 
soe caufes the inequality of Ciwcumference aid Mea- 
ures.

Aufw. The Naturalifts tellus of Serpents, and other 
Creatures tiat have humane faces, and we are not with- 
out Inftances of this in Aadagafear, where fome of our 
Ships trade :. Bue whether it was fuch a Serpent as chis, is 
not material} but we are teally perfwaded it was a true 
Serpent’ which fome envious Agel did a€tuate, Our 
Reafonsare, 1. The Text exprefly mentions it to bea 
Serpent,and.adds the Qualification of a Serpent, viz. Subril- 
ty. 2, Adam knew. very well the Nature of all Beafts 
that he had given namesto, and amongft the reft this 
Serpent: therefore it would bea lefs furprize to him te 
fee the Serpent aétfo cunning a part. 3, Adam could not 
be afraid of ithaving nut yet finn'd, Sia being the Caufe 
of Fear, 4» ‘Twas the Angels cunning 60 att ys 
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pao which would Jeaft farprize our Pareuts in, 
pot in an humane fhaye; for Adam knew there was no 
more men befides him{elf; nor are we perhaps fo fure 
as ‘tis generally thought, that the Amgels mere aGually 
fallen fe de Adam teas tempted. May we not rather think 
the Tempter was fome envious Angel, who with the 
reft of his Confederates, by giving God the Lye, and 
feducing Adam, feil, and were made Devils: And ‘tis 
not unlikely this is pointed at where the Devil iscalled 
a Decetver, and a Lyar from the beginning: But asto 
this fee Number 7. about the Full of Angels, and the fame 
Queftion you may expeétagen at the end of our Firft 


Volume.

Anfa. The Goutis the produét of Exce/s, and irre- 
gularitieis, efpecially in drinking fome French W ines,and 
other forts of Liquors that are faline and acid, which 
appears by their fettlingin Casks. This falfitude and 
fharpnefs caufes a Pungency and pains in making its way 
to the pores, where Nature would ejcét:it, and it has 
been often known to break out in the Fingers ends ina 
dry calceous or Lymy Subftance: ’ fis hereditary fome- 
times, and fomething like it is caufed by exceflive Heats 
and Colds. 1 knew a great Ladythat in thirty years 
{carce ever uled her hands by reafonof the Gout; but 
being reduced by misfortunes into a mean Condition, 
an abftemious forced Dyet perfeétly freed her from the 
Companion of her Excefles. 

Queft. 6. Whether it was 4 real Apple our Parents did 
eat im Paradice ¢ 

Aalw. That our Parents did both eat and tranforefi we 
are too fure, and that it was an Appje we doubt not, 
the Holy Ghoft not wanting words to exprefs it, if it 
had been any thing elfe 5 and as for the Tree that bare 
i3, being called the Tree of Life, rather than any other 
Name ufual amongft Naturalifts, ( which had made fome 
of the Primitive Fathers believe both Tree and Apple were 
Allegoricail, ) we fay it might be fuch a Tree as we 
have, and yet be the Tree of Life, it being the Objeé of 
Lifa or Death, according as Adam kept or broke the 
Command about eating of it. Gorcp. Betanus in his In- 
docfcybica, thinks it an Indian Figg. Paladanus( upon Lin- 
fcbolen ) with the Indians and Arabians have a Fig-tree 
bearing a kind of fruit which they callan Apple of Para- 
dice, or the Evil Fruit. Malumfignifying both an Ap- 
ple and. Evil; and ‘tis remarkable, that an Apple cut 
crofs has in it ten feveral Cells, which fome will have 
to denote the ten Commands. &c. Boskbeir holds it to 
be an Indian Wheat. 

Queft. 7. Whether 4 Circle may be (quared ; that is, what 
demonflration can be made of the Equality betwixt a Circle 
and a Square. : 

Anfw. We have received two Queftions of this Na- 
ture, one from Cambridge, and one by a Penny Poft. 
Our Anfwer to both is, that there can never be a de- 
monflration of fquaring 4 Circle, becaufe the firft Circle 
that wasever found equal to a {quare, was not found by 
any Caution but by tryal, cill an equal Content was 
found, and then a near proportion ( for no body ever 
yet pretended an exatt one) was laid down. Juft fo 
‘tis poffible to find the Content of the moft irregular 
Veffel by meafuring the water that will fillit: But in 
thefe and feveral other Cafes we muft reft contented 
with no betrer demonftration than an Unmarbematical 
matter of faét. 

Queft.8. 7h: grounds of Friendthip being flee Numb, 7. 
Qu. 4. either in Bencfits or Inclination, whether will your 
Defiription of it bold, that it muft be only between two Per- 
fons, fince one of thofe Causes may oblige me to one man, ano- 
shertoa fecond, &c. 

Anfm. Notwithftanding this the Defcription ftill holds 
good, and this Objeétion was there forefeen and obvia- 
ted, by granting there might be a partial, tho‘ not an 
entire or proper Friendfbip for feveral Perfons at the 
fame timne ; and fo in effeét in common Speech we call 
thofe our Friends who are cither related tous, or have 
obliged us, or we find our felves inclin‘d to oblige and 
love them. But then, as has been faid, the more caufes 
in this cafe meet together, the ftronger and more en- 
tire will the Friend/hip be which they produce. Thus 
Benefits and Inclination, where united, will generally 
fpeaking, move more forcibly than where they are (e- 
parate ; as, to ule a familiar Uluftration, two Horfes will 


e<eris paribus, draw more ftrongly thanone. If it be 
ask’d whether of chefe two Caufes arethe more pow- 
erful, it requires a more prolix difquifition than the pxe- 
fent room will afford it. Sometimes Inclination is the 
ftronger,and at others Benefits; Nor is’t eafie to givea ge- 
neral rule, tho’ Inclination may feem to carry it from 
the other with a geacroms man, if we confiier only the 
part which /mterefl has in thole Benefits; yet Gratitude 
comes in agen of that fide, and reduces things very near 
an Equilibrium. ass)

12, who was the moft Righteous man, Noah, Daniel, 
or Job ? 

Anfw. The Queftion is very improper,and might with 
as much reafon have been thus: Whether this hittie Vei- 
fel or that greater is fullerof water when both are un- 
der water. RighteoufnefS confiftsin Sincerity, not in 
Quantity ; but if the Querift means, which was moft 
Sufceptive of this righteoufnefs; or had the greateft 
fhare, we referto the order of words in the Text for 
priority,knowing, no better a Medium for Information. 

Queft. 13. How ought thofe Men to be iveated, who 
through Malice and Ignorance degrade thofe Works they un- 
derfland not ? ' 

Anfw, With Contempt, as they deferve. This Quefti- 
onis fair enough, if it did not fguint at fomething more 
than it expreffes. We underftand fome Perfons are very 
angry that we have treated a certain late famous Gentle- 
man after fuch amonner, as if we had alefs efteem for 
his Works thaneither they have fur him, or he had for 
himfelf: But as we think ic as unhandfome as criminal 
to abufe either the Dead or the Living, fo we efteem it 
a debt to facred Truth to mention with that Infamy it 
deferves the Memory of one who was a greater Enemy 
tothe Chriffian Name than either a Cel/us or a Fulian: this 
we are ready to prove, and need not becalled upon, but 
_ of our own accord perform it as foon as oecafion 
efters.
